DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Matsuo (JP 4- 
185,930). 

Matsuo discloses a vibration control mount apparatus comprising: a case body mounted 
on a mount base member; an elastic body (7) mounted on the case body; a sealing chamber 13) 
formed in the case body; a viscosity change fluid (L) which is sealed in the sealing chamber and 
of which viscosity is changed; a movable body that has a damper plate (14) which moves while 
receiving resistance from the viscosity change fluid in the sealing chamber and that is supported 
by the elastic body; acceleration detecting device (24) for detecting vibration acceleration of the 
movable body; and viscosity variable controlling device for changing the viscosity of the 
viscosity change fluid in accordance with vibration acceleration detected by the acceleration 
detecting device. 

Conclusion
